Action of Board of 
Directors 


The Board of Directors of the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association held 
its mid-winter meeting in New York 
on January 25. Twenty-seven mem- 
bers of the Board were in attendance. 
Among the important actions of gen- 
eral interest taken by the Board were 
the following: 

1. A resolution expanding the scope 
of the Committee on Medical Re- 
search to include clinical investigation 
and enlarging the Committee to in- 
clude in its membership members of 
the clinical sanatorium group. The 
Medical Research Committee hereto- 
fore has devoted itself largely to labo- 
ratory investigation and its member- 
ship has been composed largely of 
laboratory experts. 

2. A resolution increasing the capi- 
tal account of the Supply Service of 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
to $100,000, thereby giving the Ser- 
vice additional capital with which to 
enlarge its scope of activity and more 
profitably to carry on its routine ac- 
tivities. (This resolution was adopted 
at the request of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Conference of 
Tuberculosis Secretaries. ) 

3. At the request of the same com- 
mittee, the Board of Directors re- 
ferred to the National Committee on 
Future Program two suggestions from 
the secretaries; the first dealing with 
a careful revision of the program of 
the National Association to include a 
general study of methods now being 
employed to combat tuberculosis and 
an appraisal of the various state asso- 
ciations; and the second dealing with 


_ general approval of the National As- 


sociation’s participation in the child 
health education field. 

4. The Board authorized an X-ray 
exhibit at the annual meeting to in- 
clude display of X-ray films submitted 
by various individuals and groups. 
Dr. Kennon Dunham of Cincinnati

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Scholarships for Health Education 
Workers 


Two full tuition scholarships for 
women in the field of health educa- 
tion at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (Department of Biology 
and Public Health) will be awarded 
for 1930-31. These scholarships cover 
the full scholastic year, beginning in 
September and closing in June. 

This is the third year which these 
scholarships have been made available 
to candidates recommended by the 
National Tuberculosis Association. 


The awards are based upon the na- . 


ture and quality of the previous aca- 
demic work of the applicant, the abil- 
ity which she has already shown in 
professional work in the field of pub- 
lic health or education, her need of 
scholarship aid and the probable value 
of her further contribution to health 
education. 


Through an affiliation between 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy and the undergraduate School of 
Education of Boston University and 
the graduate School of Education of 
Harvard University those who wish 
to take courses in education while 
studying at the Institute may do so 
without additional fee at either Bos- 
ton University or Harvard. 

The Scholarships will be awarded 
on June 25, 1930, and applications 
should be received not later than June

Congress at Dresden 
Members of the National Tuber- 


culosis Association have received a 
formal invitation from the American 
Commission of the International Hy- 
giene Congresses to be present at the 
world health sessions to be held in 
Dresden, May 15 to September 30, 
1930.

Delegates of the League of 
Nations and twenty foreign govern- 
ments will participate, as well as 
health authorities of the principal 
cities of the United States and Eu- 
rope. Delegates will be received en 
route by government dignitaries and 
affiliated scientific associations in 
many important cities abroad.

National Negro Health 
Week 


From March 30 to April 6 will be 
the sixteenth annual observance of 
National Negro Health Week. Sun- 
day, March 30, Mobilization Day, is 
to be noted by health sermons, lec- 
tures, and talks in churches; on Mon- 
day, March 31, Home Health Day, 
special emphasis will be on personal 
and home hygiene; Tuesday, April 1, 
Community Sanitation Day will stress 
the destruction of breeding places of 
mosquitoes, screening against flies, and 
other simple home and community 
sanitation measures; Wednesday, 
April 2, will be School Health Day 
with health programs in Negro 
schools; on Thursday, April 3, Adult 
Health Day, emphasis will be placed 
on health examinations; Friday, April 
4, Special Campaign Day will be de- 
voted to focusing public opinion on 
distinctive community health needs; 
on Saturday, April 5, General Clean 
Up Day, yards, homes, buildings, 
streets, and neighborhoods will be 
cleaned up; Sunday, April 6, is Re- 
port and Follow Up Day for results 
of the week’s campaign. 

The National Negro Health Week 
Committee with headquarters at Tus- 
kegee Institute, Alabama, have pre- 
pared a special bulletin on Negro 
Health Week: and also a special pos- 
ter, copies of which may be secured 
through that organization. 


After-Care 


The National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation is making a general study of 
After-Care programs in the various 
states.

3. Are there any curative or shel- 
tered workshops for the tuber- 
culous?

lem will be appreciated. 


What Is Hospital Day? 


Hospital Day celebrates the birth- 
day of Florence Nightingale, who 
was born at Florence, Italy, May 12, 
1820. On each anniversary of this 
day the hospitals of the country are 
asked, by a fitting celebration, to 
honor her memory. 

Hospital Day was first observed on 
May 12, 1921, at the suggestion of 
Matthew O. Foley, editor of Hos- 
pital Management. The yearly ob- 
servance of the day has received more 
and more hearty cooperation from the 
late President Harding, ex-President 
Coolidge, President Hoover, hospital 
authorities and the public. From the 
United States and Canada the idea 
has spread to England, where the 
Prince of Wales has expressed his in- 
terest, and to China, where the day 
is being used to break down the 
prejudices of the natives. 

After consultation with leading 
hospital executives, the National Hos- 
pital Day Committee has worked out 
general plans for the day’s observance 
which are flexible enough to meet the 
convenience of the large city hospital 
and the small community hospital.
